lu> most remarkable natural formations 
11 that land of wonders: 
The most remarkable object seen by 
ho members of the crpcditioii during 
he entire summer, is Him Lodge: itself. [ 
iecu at it distance, it resembles in out- i 
iiu- au Indian lodge : but upon ft nearer ' 
approach it proves to be a column ot 
,'ruy porphyry, that resembles granite 
n every [.articular excepting the absence 
of mk-ri. The column is composed of 
si -verity-six smaller columns, that stand 
dost together, ns if quarried and care- 
fully set upon its milk-white clay pedes- 
tal by a hand as strong and mighty as 
love's. 
The clay pedestal is 
about 


l,. 
riljii feet in the diameter of its base. 


and rises 500 feet above the waters of the 


Fourche, on the west bank of which 


it stands. Its sides slope with a hand- 
somely-rounded curve that corresponds 
well with the broad base of the column 
that rests upon it. This column of rock, 
.r rather this many-columned column of 
nek, is 'J"U feet" across the base and W'lSES, 
:t(jo feet across its tup, and rears its f.ieau 


feet above the level of the lielle 


Folirehe river. 
The topographers dc- ] 
tcrniined the measurement by triangula- 
tion, as, owing to its smooth and steep 
-ides, nut even a mountain-sheep could 
have elimbedJiL. 
Imagine this solitary 


'luirm standing on the lev* 1 plain, five 


miles from r.ny t-lrvation deserving the 
name, and it will be readily understood 
why the Indians call it the "Bare. 
Lodge.'' 
Some of the Indians, huw- 


cvei\ say it inear.x Bear Lodge, on ac- 
count of the holes seen in the clay- 
pedestal, and the bear-tracks around its 
margin. 
Let this lie as it may, I give 


such authority as I can find, and do not 
feel disposed to ipu-stion its appropri- 
ateness; but upon one point all must 
agree, and that is the strangeness and 
tiie beauty of this natural pillar, that 
has stood a solitary wr.tch over this dis- 
tant plain for huudr.ds of centuries, 
liravinj; a million wintry blasts, and 
defying the gnawing of seas, to be 
seen at last and admired by civilized 
itiaiikiud, 


How Monkeys are Captured. 


How arc monkeys caught. 
The ape 


family resembles man. 
Their vices are 


human. They love li.[uor aud fall. 
In 


Darfour and Senor the natives make a 
tormented beer, of which the monkeys 
are passionately fond. Aware of this, 
the natives go to the parts of the forest 
frequented by the monkeys, aud set ou 
the ground calabashes full of the en- 
ticing liquor. As soon as tho monkey 
eees and tastes it he utters loud cries of 
jov, 
that soon attract his comrades. 


Ti'ien an orgio begins, and then in a 
short time they show all degrees of in- 
toxication. Then the negroes appear. 
The few who came too Ir.te to get fud- 
dled, escape. The drinkers are too far 
gone to distrust the negroes, but appar- 
ently take them for larger species of 
their own genus. 
The negroes take 


some up, and these begin to weep _and 
cover them with maudlin kisses, nhen 
a negro takes one by the hand to lead 
him ofl', the nearest monkey will cling to 
tho one who thus finds n support, and 
endeavor to go on also. Another will 
grasp at him, and EO 011 until tha negro 
leads a staggering line of ten or a dozen 
tipsy monkeys. 
When finally brought 


to the village they are securely caged 
am! gradually sobered clown; but for two 
or three (lays a gradually diminishing 
supply of liquor is given them, so as to 
reconcile them by degrees to their state 
of captivity.

ordinary times and in favorable weather 
the fisherman do not hesitate to seek foi 
fares throughout these waters, which to 
strangers are suggestive of the most ter 
rible dangers.—E. I), Culion.
